The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 26. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

The information referred to in Applicant's information disclosure statement has 
been considered. 



Specification 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 
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The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it includes legal 
phraseology ("means"). Correction is required. 

Claim Objections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-7 are objected to because of the following informalities: The first line of 
each of the claims begins with a lowercase letter. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In line 3 of each of claim 1 , "the feet" lacks proper 
antecedent basis. Claims 2-6 are indefinite since each depends from an indefinite 
claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(c) he has abandoned the invention. 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's 
certificate, by the applicant or his legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior to the date 
of the application for patent in this country on an application for patent or inventor's certificate filed 
more than twelve months before the filing of the application in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

(f) he did not himself invent the subject matter sought to be patented. 

(g) (1) during the course of an interference conducted under section 135 or section 291 , another 
inventor involved therein establishes, to the extent permitted in section 104, that before such person's 
invention thereof the invention was made by such other inventor and not abandoned, suppressed, or 
concealed, or (2) before such person's invention thereof, the invention was made in this country by 
another inventor who had not abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In determining priority of 
invention under this subsection, there shall be considered not only the respective dates of conception 
and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the reasonable diligence of one who was first to 
conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a time prior to conception by the other. 



Claims 1 and 2, as best understood with the above cited indefiniteness, are 



rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sanders (6659560). Note the 
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top wall (6), heating means (8, 9), front wall (2), back wall (other member 2), inlet 
aperture (14), outlet aperture (unlabeled but covered by back damper, as described in 
column 4, lines 29-32). 

Claims 1 , 3 and 6, as best understood with the above cited indefiniteness, are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Evans (2646578). Note the top 
wall (9 or 8), heating means (33, 34, 36), electrical heating component (33, 34), 
electrical cord (36), and electric bulb (33). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Evans 
(2646578). Evans shows all claimed features of the instant invention with the exception 
of the heating means including at least one electrically resistive element coupled to a 
conventional electrical cord. Evans shows a heating means (33, 34, 36) including an 
electrical heating component (33, 34), electrical cord (36), and electric bulb (33). It 
would have been an obvious matter of choice in design to modify Evans by substituting 
a heating means including at least one electrically resistive element coupled to a 
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conventional electrical cord in place of the heating means of Evans. Such a 
modification provides an alternate, equivalent means for heating the assembly. 
Applicant discloses no advantages or problems solved by using a heating means 
including at least one electrically resistive element coupled to a conventional electrical 
cord in place of a heating means including an electrical heating component, electrical 
cord, and electric bulb. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4 and 5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. A ventilated furniture device is shown by Li (4072344). A 
support device with an angled surface is shown by each of Sadler (D1 39504), Landwirth 
(3284817), Laviero (4932089), and Pedrow (4928335). A heating device is shown by 
each of Altmann et al (5170036), Hare et al (2706237), Lindstrom (2471221), Simpson 
(2640205), Aoki et al (4865379), Chadner (3103219), Lowman (4071031), Richard 
(3136577), and Starnes (2481050).
